Fleming H. Revell, New York and Chicago, 
will publish immediately two daintily bound 
monographs of Prof. Henry Drummond’s, en¬ 
titled “ The Perfected Life : the greatest need 
of the world,” and “ Love—the Supreme Gift : 

Also a new 
work by Rev. F. B. Meyer, “ Christian Living,” 
and “Seven Years in Ceylon ; stories of mission 
life,” by Mary and Margaret W. Leitch. 

The Century Co. have just issued “ Laudes 
Domini for the Prayer-Meeting,” completing Dr. 
Charles S. Robinson’s admirable series of hymn- 
books for the church, chapel, Sunday-school, etc., 
all grouped under the general title of “ Laudes 
Domini.” While in a measure a selection from 
the former books of the series, it contains much 
that is new and that Dr. Robinson considered es¬ 
sential for its special purpose. 


JOURNALISTIC NOTES. 

The Forum for September contains a po¬ 
litical essay on “ Money Interests in Political 
Affairs,” by E. L. Godkin, editor New York Even¬ 
ing Post, in which Mr. Godkin traces to the growth 
of protection the enormousand alarming increase 
of the influence of money in politics, which he 
regards as the most important political fact of 
our time. In the same number Senator John 
T. Morgan, of Alabama, replies to Senator 
Chandler’s recent article on “ The Federal Con¬ 
trol of Elections.” Elizabeth Stuart Phelps’ 
article in the August number of The Forum 
on “ The Dicollell in Modern Life,” has caused 
such demand for that number that a second edi¬ 
tion has been issued. 

It is understood that Mr. Frank Hopkinson 
Smith, the well-known artist who has recently 
written some charming articles upon Mexican 
life, will appear as a novelist in the coming year 
of The Century. A five-part story, “ Colonel 
Carter of Cartersville,” by Mr. Hopkinson Smith, 
will begin in the November number. Dr. Al¬ 
bert Shaw, who recently contributed a striking 
article on Glasgow in The Century , is to write a 
series of papers for that magazine during the 
coming year, on “ Municipal Government in 
Europe and America.” He will give studies of 
metropolitan London and Paris; the municipal 
system in Berlin and other German cities ; recent 
progress of Italian cities, etc. It will be the 
endeavor of the author to impart in these papers 
suggestions of value in our own country.

In the September number of the English Il¬ 
lustrated Magazine will appear an account of 
Osterley Park, the residence of the Earl of 
Jersey, the newly appointed Governor of New 
South Wales. The article was written by the 
late Miss Balch, the American author. Mr. 
Frederick Hawkins, for many years editor of the 
Theatre, contributes a paper on the Beefsteak 
Room at the Lyceum Theatre. The Hon. 
Maude Stanley writes on "Servants,” and Mr. 
Spearman on the identification of criminals in 
France. The latter article, which is illustrated 
from government photographs, fully describes 
the way in which criminals are recognized in 
that country. Mr. Woodhall, M. P., supplies a 
paper on “ Potteries *in Rhineland,” ijlustrated 
by Mr. Harry Furniss. Mr. Marion Crawford 
contributes an article on Philippine Welser : and 
Mr. Noble deals with the question of " Educa¬ 
tion and the Working Man,” concerning which 
he has had some practical experience.

Sometimes lie 
is the speaker—a graphic letter from his pen supplying 
a bit of description of some event of which he was an eye 
witness. Mrs. Custer has a racy, dashing style of narra¬ 
tion.

THE COPYRIGHT BILL. 

At the beginning of the week it looked as if 
a crisis in the fate of the International Copy¬ 
right Bill might be reached at any moment. It 
was generally understood that it was the inten¬ 
tion of the Committee on Patents to call the 
bill up in the House on Tuesday, the 26th. This 
report, widely circulated, brought together in 
Washington a number of literary men, and the 
galleries in the House were filled on Tuesday 
morning with the friends of the measure. The 
tedious fight which set in over whether or not 
the Lard Bill had the right of way as the unfin¬ 
ished business, soon showed that there was no 
chance for copyright that day. 

Mr. Butterworth, Chairman of the Patents 
Committee, which has charge of the bill, was 
asked in the afternoon what its chances were. 
41 Well,” he answered, “ it was Mr. Simonds’ 
hope that he would get a chance to call it up in 
the morning hour; but you know the morning 
hour has got away from us so far that is doubtful 
whether we shall ever catch up with it again. If 
we do, our committee will, I understand, be the 
next one called, and the rest of us have consented 
that Mr. Simonds shall be given the chance to 
get his bill up. That is as much encouragement, 
as I can offer you on the subject.” 

More sanguine friends of the bill still believe 
that there is a possibility of its being called up 
within a few days, and we hope then to be able 
to give news of its having been promptly passed, 
as it no doubt will be if it once obtains a hearing, 
its enemies having, either through indifference 
or through having their arguments fully refuted, 
grown fewer every day.

A Leipzig correspondent makes the interesting 
suggestion that the American book trade has 
heretofore overlooked the importance of Germany 
as a market for its best literature. Thus far the 
American publisher feels that he has done enough 
when he has sent his books to an agent in Lon¬ 
don. But it is pointed out that the London 
agent addresses himself only to the English 
public, and pays little or no regard to the con¬ 
ditions for trade in Germany or anywhere else 
on the continent. This circumstance, and the 
fact that according to German ideas our prices— 
that is, of scientific books—are very high, are 
the reasons why even very important American 
publications remain comparatively unknown in 
Germany. Yet there appears to be a possible 
market in Germany, which could be developed 
into a paying one. Our correspondent cites as an 
instance the fact that in a short time he sold one 
hundred and twenty copies of a $10 book, and 
five copies of a $75 book, both American publi¬ 
cations. He thinks that if American publishers 
would meet the German booksellers half way, 
a good market might be established. It would 
be necessary to establish a central agency in 
Leipzig, in charge of one conversant with Amer¬ 
ican and German methods, where American 
books could be sent direct, independent of Lon¬ 
don. The suggestion is worthy of consideration 
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A PERAMBULATING BOOK EXHIBI¬ 
TION. 

Pushed to the wall by excessive competition, 
commerce, says a correspondent to the N. Y. 
Tribune , has had recourse not only to national, 
special and international, but also to floating ex¬ 
hibitions. Germany was the first in this last 
field, and Spain has followed suit by sending to 
America a vessel loaded with samples of every 
product or article that Spain could have to sell, 
and which stopped for many days at Rio Janeiro, 
Montevideo, Buenos Ayres, Valparaiso, etc., at 
which places the inhabitants were invited to come 
aboard and examine the samples exhibited. An 
improvement on, or rather a modification of, this 
new method of advertising has just been made 
by the French. They could hardly send floating 
exhibitions among their neighbors of Switzerland 
or Italy, so they devised a system of “ perambu¬ 
lating” expositions. They began with library 
articles, inasmuch as the book section in the 
latest Paris Exhibition did not have the success 
it merited. While crowds congregated around 
the sumptuously decorated sections of perfumery, 
furniture, mechanical dolls and Paris notions, the 
marvels in lithography, etchings, engravings and 
typography were relegated to the second floor of 
the Palace of Liberal Arts, where few people took 
the trouble of ascending to look at them. That 
section was so utterly neglected by the public 
that in the hope of attracting visitors the admin¬ 
istration of the Exposition caused a piano to be 
placed there, but the pianist played to an empty 
hall most of the time. 

That indifference led a large book firm in Par¬ 
is—the most ancient and the most flourishing per¬ 
haps, that of Messrs. Firmin-Didot—to start the 
plan of a perambulating exhibition, not so much 
in the interest of the wealthy and successful firm 
as in that of France herself. This kind of exhib¬ 
iting is done by railroad travelling, and few ap¬ 
pliances are needed. In a dozen large show-cases 
resting upon movable iron supports, easily folded, 
are methodically arranged specimens of all the 
volumes published by the Didot firm. They are 
numerous and embrace the whole circle of human 
knowledge ; dictionaries, works of imagination, 
science, art, history, illustrated papers, etc. The 
whole stock of the exhibition does not weigh 
more than 4000 pounds. It is sent into all cities 
where French books and style of publications are 
not sufficiently known. Advertisements in the 
local newspapers inform the inhabitants that on 
such a day and in such a hotel the exhibition will 
be open, and the employ^ who accompanies the 
exposition furnishes all necessary explanations. 
No books or other lithographic and typographic 
productions are sold on the spot, but specimens 
are to be seen and orders can be given. It is ex¬ 
pected that by comparing the genuine with the 
counterfeited articles which are published in 
large quantities, at Leipzig especially, and in 
European cities, that foreigners will see the su¬ 
periority of the real French article, and send their 
orders directly to French publishers. If this per¬ 
ambulating exhibition proves successful for the 
book and printing industry, it will be tried in 
others.

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THE HARPER CHANGES. 

The membership of the firm of Harper & 
Brothers has been reduced by the retirement of 
Philip J. A. Harper, who had been connected 
with the house forforty eight years. Mr. Harper’s 
work, notes the N.Y. Times , was in the financial de¬ 
partment of the house,and he retired because he 
felt that his health demanded that he should be en¬ 
tirely free from business cares. In the hope of re¬ 
covering his health, he intends now to take a trip 
to California, and possibly to spend several years 
in travel. During almost the entire period of his 
connection with the house he was a resident of 
Hempstead, L. I., where he was married when a 
young man, and where the family of his wife lived. 
He is now sixty-eight years old, and for nearly 
thirty years it was his habit to come in to business 
daily from Hempstead. 

His retirement reduces the membership of the 
firm to six—Joseph W. Harper, the son of 
Joseph Wesley Harper ; John W. Harper, the 
son of John Harper; J. Henry Harper, the 
grandson of the original Fletcher Harper ; John 
Harper, the son of J. Abner Harper ; James 
Thorne Harper, the son of James Harper, and 
Horatio R. Harper, the son of John W. Harper. 
Mr. Philip Harper is the son of James Harper, 
one of the original firm, and now only himself 
and J. Abner Harper are living on the retired list 
of the house. All of the other members of the 
house who have passed away were retired by 
death while in the harness. 

Mr. Harper’s life at Hempstead has been quite 
interesting. He always took a lively part in the 
affairs of that village, and for many years he has 
occupied the honored position of Village Trustee. 
His purse has ever been open to public needs at 
his home, and among the other enterprises which 
owed their existence there to his endowment is 
the hook and ladder company, which bears his 
name, and of which he is still personally a mem¬ 
ber. Through his efforts also a fire-engine was 
secured for the village, and a fire department was 
organized. In return for what he had done in 
this field the department and the villagers pre¬ 
sented him with a beautiful silver cup, and he 
reciprocated by extending most generous hospi¬ 
talities to all the members of the department and 
the leading citizens of the village. 

Although always unostentatious, Mr. Harper 
has long been regarded as one of the most pub¬ 
lic-spirited residents of Hempstead, and his pri¬ 
vate benefactions have been bestowed there with 
the most liberal hand. One of his latest gifts 
was of two beds in the Children’s Home at Min- 
neola. He has also been quite active in the af¬ 
fairs of the Methodist Church, and is regarded 
as a strong and valuable churchman by the lead¬ 
ers of thatdenomination. A comfortable fortune 
will enable him to pass his time as he may de¬ 
sire, and there seems to be no doubt among his 
friends that if his intended search for health shall 
be successful he will soon again quarter himself at 
Hempstead._ 

NOTES ON AUTHORS. 

“ Julien Gordan” is now acknowledged to be 
the mask for Julia Crugar, or as society knows 
the lady, Mrs. Van Rensselaer Crugcr, who no 
longer denies she is the author of “The Diary 
of a Diplomat,” one of the brightest and cleverest 
novels of the day. 

William Waldorf Astor has employed ar¬ 
tists at the expense of something like $10,000 to 
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illustrate one copy of each of his novels. These 
copies form a private Edition de luxe, each one 
being labelled “ My Personal Copy,” and occupy¬ 
ing a prominent place in his library. 

James Jeffrey Roche will probably succeed 
the late John Boyle O’Reilly as editor of the 
Boston Pilot . He has for some years been the as¬ 
sociate editor of that journal. He is the President 
of the Papyrus Club of Boston, and is known to 
the public as the author of some stirring poetry. 

The name of Lucia Gray Swett, author of the 
little book on New England breads, recalls, says 
the Boston Transcript . familiar names to old 
Bostonians. Miss Swett is a granddaughter of 
Colonel Samuel Swett, the first commander of 
the old New England Guards, and a great-grand¬ 
daughter of Lieutenant-Governor William Gray, 
whose daughter, Lucia Gray, was married to 
Colonel Swett. Mrs. Alexander, of Florence, 
Italy, mother of the gifted Francesca, was also 
known in Boston in her girlhood as Lucia Gray 
Swett. 


NOTES ON CATALOGUES. 

We have just received the quarterly bulletin 
for July, 1890, of the Boston Public Library, 
showing titles of new books added during April, 
May and June, with bibliographical notes, etc. 

Houghton, Mifflin & Co. have prepared de¬ 
scriptive catalogues of books adapted for school 
libraries. Every school library bought under 
State auspices must come from a list prepared by 
the Stale Superintendent. The Houghton-Mifflin 
Co. catalogues describe (1) size, styles of binding, 
type, illustrations; (2) tell as accurately as possi¬ 
ble what the book contains; (3) give the opinions 
of competent critics upon the books in question. 

Holman & Co. have issued their fall cata¬ 
logue of family and pulpit Bibles. It shows 
a considerable advance over previous efforts in 
this direction. Bindings which were new last 
year have been put down upon goods of a cheap 
grade, and a considerable number of new and ele¬ 
gant bindings are shown for their better Bibles 
this year. It is the intention of the publishers 
to send a copy of their catalogue to every book¬ 
seller in the United States, but if any dealer is 
omitted in the distribution he can obtain a copy 
by addressing a postal request for same. 


COPYRIGHT NOTES. 

A TELEGRAPHIC despatch from Washington to 
the New York Tribune, dated Aug. 24, states that 
a number of well-known residents of Washington 
have united in a petition to the House of Repre¬ 
sentatives, urging the passage of the International 
Copyright Bill. The enactment of such a law, the 
petitioners assert, would give a stimulus to Amer¬ 
ican authors. In the absence of such a law, 
American authors are declared to be subject to 
an unfair competition with foreign literature. 
Among the signers are Dr. Welling, of Columbian 
University, Librarian Spofford, Bishop Keane 
of the Catholic University, Admiral Porter, 
George Kennan, Professors Newcomb, Langley, 
Goode and Mendenhall. General Greely, Dr.

OBITUARY. 

FREDERICK HENRY HEDGE. 

The death is announced of the venerable Prof. 
Frederick Henry Hedge, D.D., LL.D., for many 
years senior professor of Harvard University. 
He died in his eighty-fifth year at his home in 
Cambridge, Mass., on Thursday, the 21st inst., 
where he was born Dec. 12, 1805. 

After the completion of his early education 
Prof. Hedge enjoyed the opportunities of a long 
residence in Europe, whither in 1818 he accom¬ 
panied the historian George Bancroft. He re¬ 
turned to Cambridge in 1823 and graduated at 
Harvard in 1825. He was ordained in West 
Cambridge in 1829, and in 1835 he took charge of 
the Independent Congregational Church in Ban¬ 
gor, Me., where he resided until 1850, when he 
was called to the Westminster Church in Provi¬ 
dence, R. I. Later, after a two years’ pastorate 
in Brookline, Mass., Prof. Hedge was appointed 
Professor of Ecclesiastical History in the Har¬ 
vard Divinity School, becoming at the same time 
editor of the Christian Examiner, which was then 
the chief organ of the Unitarian Church. His 
appointment to the Professorship of German 
Language and Literature, which followed in 1872, 
was a place for which his early education and his 
numerous contributions to English literature had 
admirably fitted him. Prof. Hedge’s literary 
works have been widely circulated, establishing 
for him a national reputation. His more prom¬ 
inent works are “ Prose Writers of Germany,” 
published in 1S45; “ Liturgy for the Use of the 
Church” (1853); “Reason in Religion” (1865); 
“ Primeval World of Hebrew Tradition” (1870); 
“Hours with German Classics ” (1886); “Mar¬ 
tin Luther and Other Essays ” (1888); and in the 
same year he published, in connection with Mrs. 
A. L. Wister, a delightful volume from the Ger¬ 
man, '* Metrical Translations and Poems.”

The Pilot Publishing Co., of Boston, and not 
Roberts Bros., are now the publishers of the 
works of the late John Boyle O’Reilly. 

Street & Smith have ready in their Secret 
Service Series a clever detective story, “ Muertal- 
ma, or, the poisoned pin,” by Marmaduke Dey ; 
and in the Select Series . " The Daughter of the 
Regiment,” by Mrs. Mary A. Denison. 

A. C. McClurg & Co. announce an English 
translation of Henrik Jaeger’s “ Life of Ibsen.” 
The work is from the pen of Mr. William Morton 
Payne, who has reproduced the profuse poetic ex¬ 
tracts of the original with singular felicity—a task 
for which his previous exercise in translating 
Bjornson’s “Sigurd Slembe ” admirably fitted 
him. The volume will be illustrated with four 
portraits of Ibsen, a portrait of his wife, and views 
of his boyhood home, etc. 

Macmillan & Co. will publish in October a 
work by Prof. Mahaffy, entitled “The Greek 
World under Roman Sway.” It is intended as a 
sequel to the same author’s “ Greek Life and 
Thought from the Age of Alexander to the 
Roman Conquest.” Free use has been made of 
the works of contemporary writers such as Plu¬ 
tarch, Dion, Chrysostom, Josephus, Pliny, and 
also of various books of the New Testament 
which throw light upon the political and social 
state of Greece and Asia Minor. 
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The lately revived firm of Derby & Miller an¬ 
nounce an important publication by Mr. Freder¬ 
ick W. Seward, called “ Seward in Washington,” 
which takes up the life of the great statesman 
and orator where it is left in his“ Autobiography 
and Letters.” It includes his senatorial career, 
his connection with the War of the Rebellion, 
the administrations of Lincoln and Johnson, his 
journey round the world, and the circumstances 
of his life to its close. 

J. S. Ogilvie sends out a notice to the trade 
that he has transferred to John W. Lovell, other¬ 
wise the United States Book Company, the fol¬ 
lowing series heretofore published by him : The 
Fireside Series, The Dora Thorne Series. The Red 
Cover Series, The Surprise Series, and The Cham¬ 
pion Detective Series, all in paper ; also The Fa¬ 
vorite Edition of cloth books, and The People's 
Library, quarto, paper. Mr. Ogilvie will here¬ 
after publish only the works of American authors. 

Lee & Shepard announce the publication 
of a library to be called Good Company Series. 
This series will be issued in monthly parts, 
each number to be complete in itself, and will 
consist of choice works by some of the best 
American and foreign authors, upon various sub¬ 
jects, including fiction, biography, history, essays, 
etc. The initial volume of the series, “The 
Blind Men and the Devil,” by Phineas, is now 
ready. It will be followed by “ In Trust, or Doc¬ 
tor Bertrand’s Household,” by Amanda M. Doug¬ 
las, and “ Three Million Dollars,” by Oliver Optic. 

The New York Tribune pertinently asks: 
“ Why doesn’t some American publisher bring out 
the works of Thackeray and Dickens, in cheap form 
with large type and paper covers ? There are, 
of course, editions which are not expensive, but 
which still cost too much for many a would-be 
purchaser. It would be well to sell such cheap 
editions not only in the set, but by separate vol¬ 
umes. Why should not fiction like this be as 
easily available as the unspeakable trash with 
which the news-stands are filled ? Arrangements 
could doubtless be made for the publication of 
such editions.” 

The D. Lothrop Co. have just issued a 
charming book for boys in Lieut. H. E. Rhoades’ 
“ Around the World with the Blue Jackets.” 
It tells how the U. S. ship-of-war Iroquois dis¬ 
played the American flag in foreign waters, im¬ 
mediately after the close of the Civil War. The 
author has been for many years in the naval ser¬ 
vice. Another new book for readers both young 
and old just ready is “Our Early Presidents, 
Their Wives and Children.” Mrs. Harriet Tay¬ 
lor Upton, the author, has taken infinite pains to 
secure a complete set of authentic likenesses for 
her book. They are nearly all reproductions of 
paintings and miniatures in the possession of the 
Presidential families. 

The Cassell Publishing Co. will publish in 
October a dainty little volume, with the striking 
title “The Love-Letters of a Portuguese Nun,” 
translated from the French by Miss Josephine 
Lazarus. These love-letters are not works of the 
imagination, but were written early in the seven¬ 
teenth century by a Portuguese nun of rare beauty 
to a French officer. “ Not of Her Father’s Race ” 
is the title of a novel by William T. Meredith 
which they also announce. It is the story of a 
girl whose mother was a mulatto, whose father 
was a white man, and who was herself as white 
as her father. The scene is laid in the South and 


in New York City, and the story is entirely con¬ 
temporaneous. 

Charles E. Merrill & Co. make the important 
announcement in the Critic that they have con¬ 
cluded arrangements with Mr. Raskin’s English 
publisher, by which they will hereafter be the 
only authorized publishers in America of Rus- 
kin’s books.

“ Nature, Lectures and Addresses,” and “ Repre¬ 
sentative Men,” two notable books of Ralph 
Waldo Emerson, heretofore published separately; 
a new Family ed. of Owen Meredith’s “ Lucile 
Thomas Bailey Aldrich’s novel, “ Prudence 
Palfrey,” in the Riverside Paper Series, and 
some new calendar books, which look like lit¬ 
tle advance couriers of the holiday season, 
made up of selections from the writings of Rob¬ 
ert Browning and Mrs. Whitney.
